Traveling men of La Crosse 
who “ make” the Southern Min­ 
nesota territory are engaged in 
a united effort to procure the 
re-instatement t>f George Devitt, 
popular young “news-buteher,” 
who was recently discharged by 
the Interstate News company for 
selling ice cream on his trains. 
The story of Devitt and 
his 
champions became public 
this 
morning when 
petitions were 
placed in the S & S Cigar store, 
asking his reinstatement. 
The 
blanks filled rapidly, as word 
of Devitt’s plight and the cam­ 
paign for his reinstatement be­ 
came known. 
It is said that Devitt, who 
has for years worked on trains 
between La Crosse and Albert 
Lea, Minn., urged the Interstate 
company to put ice cream among 
his wares. 
The company refus­ 
ed. 
So Devitt went ahead, ac- 
cording-'to his friends, and 
in­ 
stalled the Ice 
cream depart­ 
ment on his own hook. 
He was 
dismissed. 
Within a few days Phil Grace, 
superintendent of the news com­ 
pany, will be deluged with peti­ 
tions that Devitt be reinstated. 
The knights of the sample case 
have circulated petitions in all 
the town of Southern Minnesota, 
and it is expected that several 
hundred signatures will

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MADISON, Wis., Oct. 26.— From 
reports coming into the office of the 
z: secretary of Wisconsin agricultural 
n f experiment association it is evident

that Wisconsin farm ers are saving 
but little seed corn. 


This according to R. A. Moore of 
this association and the agricultural 
experiment station is a grave mistake 
and the consequences will be most 
serious next season. 
“ Many farm ers.’’ he says, “ are of 
the opinion that there is little or no 
corn In their fields worth saving, 
whereas a diligent search will often 
reveal some ears that could be s^ved 
for seed. All of us who can find corn 
which has passed the dough sl^ge 
of m aturity, or ears w hick are d e n t­ 
ed, should save those for seed. As 
; far as can be determined the recent 
frost did not injure the vitality of 
the ears and if there is any possible 
chance of saving seed it should be 
done. 
We certainly will be paying 
extra high prices next spring if every 
effort is not made now to save w h at­ 
ever seed corn we have. 
It would be 
a grave misfortune if the Wisconsin 
farm ers had to depend largely upon 
the large eared varieties from more 
southernly states, which under ordi-
